KEMP’S  YELLOW  SUPREME — I.  D.  (No.  11-36).  Seedling  of 
Oringo,  crossed  Lord  of  Autumn.  Color,  pinard  yellow,  very 
large  and  full  centered,  has  been  grown  up  to  12  inches  in 
diameter  by  nearly  6  inches  in  depth.  Stems  strong  and 
stiff, >  holding  the  giant  blooms  well  out  of  the  foliage.  An 
early  and  continuous  bloomer  until  cut  down  by  frost.  Plants 
very  healthy,  vigorous  grower,  reaching  a  maximum  height 
of  4  to  4  y2  feet,  very  prolific  bloomer.  This  fine  yellow  has 
been  tested  out  in  several  sections  of  the  country  the  past 
two  seasons.  Very  flattering  reports  have  come  from  all 
who  had  it  on  trial.  We  believe  it  is  the  best  yellow  of  the 
type  introduced  in  recent  years.

Here  is  another  fine 
seedling  of  the  well  known  “FRECKLES”,;  but  is  different 
in  formation  and  color  markings.  Ground  color  is  a  rich 
Apricot,  overlaid  with  light  minute  dots  and  lines  of  carmine. 
Flowers  are  10  inches  and  over  in  diametei'  by  4-5  inches  in 
depth,  and  are  held  facing,  high  out  of  the  foliage  on  stiff 
stems,  and  are  borne  on  strong  healthy  plants  four  to  five 
feet  high.  Plants  are  well  branched  and  very  prolific  of  large, 
full  centered  bloom.  An  early  and  continuous  bloomer 
throughout  the  season.

KEMP’S  RED  PILOT 


KEMP’S  RED  PILOT — I.  D.  (No.  24-37).  This  grand  red  dah¬ 
lia  is  a  seedling  of  Son  of  Satan,  crossed  0>akleigh  Monarch, 
and  has  the  good  qualities  of  both  parents  combined.  The 
color  is  very  brilliant,  and  difficult  to  describe  as  no  color 
plate  in  Ridgeway’s  Color  Chart  corresponds  with  it.  It  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  half  way  between  carmine  and  nopal  red.  Its 
brilliantly  illuminated  flowers  have  been  grown  up  to  eleven 
inches  in  width  by  5  to  6  inches  in  depth.  Flowers  are  full 
centered,  and  are  held  high  out  of  the  luxuriant  foliage  on 
slender  stiff  stems,  and  look  you  right  'in  the  face.  The  flow¬ 
ers  are  produced  in  the  greatest  abundance  throughout  the 
season,  from  early  to  late.  Plant  is  a  very  vigorous  grower, 
attaining  to  a  height  of  6  feet,  wide  spreading,  many  branch¬ 
ed*  and  its  long  slender,  wiry  branches  permit  the  blooms 
being  cut  with  stems  3  feet  and  over  in  length.  Foliage  dark 
green  and  very  resistant  to  damage  from  chewing  and  suck¬ 
ing  insects.

Stems  are  strong  and]  straight,  holding  the 
giant  blooms  well  out  of  the  foliage.  A  prolific  bloomer 
from  early  season  ’till  cut  down  by  frost.

KEMP’S  RADIANT  BEAUTY 

KEMP’S  RADIANT  BEAUTY — I.  D.  (No.  42-36).  Almost  every 
dahlia  fan  knows  the  grand  bi-colored  variety  “Freckles”  we 
introduced  season  of  1937.  This  fine  variety  is  a  seedling 
of  Freckles,  and  is  a  more  beautiful  dahlia  than  its  parent. 
The  yellow  background  is  brighter,  and  the  scarlet  markings 
on  the  petals  more  vivid  than  the  seed  parent.  The  inner 
half  of  the  petals  is  a  rich  lemon  yellow,  while  the  outer  half 
is  light  martius  yellow,  the  whole  flower  is  marked  with  lines 
and  dots  of  vivid  scarlet  distributed  just  right  to  produce 
the  most  pleasing  effect.  The  flowers  are  very  large,  and 
can  be  easily  grown  up  to  12  inches  and  over  in  diameter, 
has  good  depth,  and  are  held  well  out  of  the  foliage  on  stiff 
stems.  Plant  is  of  same  habit  as  its  parent,,  but  slightly 
shorter  in  growth.  Is  wide  spreading  and  very  prolific  of 
Giant  bloom.  A  fine  acquisition  to  the  Dahlia  Grand  March 
Forward.  On  Flower  Grower’s  Honor  Roll.

LOIS  WALCHER — I.  D.  (Walcher).  This  sensational  bi-colored 
dahlia  was  awarded  six  American  Home  Achievement  medals 
season  of  1938.  No  other  dahlia  within  our  recollection  has 
ever  been  given  so  many  distinguished  awards  in  a  single 
year. 

The  color  is  deep  amaranth  or  pansy  purple  with  the  outer 
one-third  of'  the  petals  clear  white.  There  is  no  blending  of 
the  two  colors,  each  breaking  off  sharply  into  the  other. 
Stems  are  ideal,  carrying  the  flower  facing.  It  is  an  early, 
prolific  and  continuous  bloomer  until  frost.  Good  keeper  and 
good  shipper. 

Its  record  of  winnings  include  six  Achievement  Medals  in 
1938.  It  won  the  honor  at  both  the  mid-west  show  at  De¬ 
troit,  and  the  A.  D.  S.  show  in  New  York,  also  at  Akron, 
Ohio:  Richmond',  Ya. ;  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  Madison,  Ind. 
Certificate  of  Merit  at  East  Lansing,  Mich.,  in  1935,  scoring 
85,  and  Cincinnati  in  1937  scoring  86.  Also  winner  of  many 
lesser  awards  in  the  various  shows  in  which  it  was  exhibited.

PREMIER  WINSOMS — I.  D.  (Premier).  This  dahlia  carries 
with  it  the  distinction  of  being  the  most  attractive  pink  since 
Kathleen  Norris,  and  is  easy  to  '  grow.  Its  massive  blooms 
are  produced  in  great  abundance  and  reach  a  maximum  size 
of  11x6  inches.  Stems  slender,  but  very  strong.  Foliage 
heavy,  leathery  and  very  resistant  to  insects  and  mildew. 

This  great  pink  received  the  commendations  of  Mr.  F.  V. 
R.  Veirs  of  Ohio:  Mr.  Norman  Lefkovits,  of  Alabama;  Mr. 
George  R.  Currie,  of  Wisconsin;  Mr.  H.  L.  Stewart,  L.  I.,  N. 
Y.,  and  Mr.  Wm.  Meshier,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  who  had  it  on  trial 
the  season  of  1938.  It  was  also  awarded  a  certificate  at  the 
East  Lansing  trial  grounds,  season  of  1938.

FRANCES  K.  HAWKINS 


FRANCES  K.  HAWKINS— Str.  Cactus  (Hawkins-Kemp).  This 
beautiful  cactus  is  a  seedling  of  Frau  O’Bracht  and  is  unques¬ 
tionably  one  of  the  most  beautiful  cactus  dahlias  introduced 
in  recent  years.  ;The  color  is  a  bright  rhodonite  pink,  bor¬ 
dering  on  coral  pink,  with  faint  yellow  halo  at  base  of  pet¬ 
als.  Ordinarily  the  flowers  are  6  to  7  inches  in  diameter, 
but  can  be  easily  grown  to  8  to  9  inches.  They  are  of  good 
depth,  are  held  high  out  of  the  foliage  on  slender  but  wire¬ 
like  stems,  and  are  freely  produced  on  6  ft.  high  plants.  Plant 
is  well  branched  and  an  early  and  continuous  bloomer 
throughout  the  season.

JAMES  ARCHER — I.  D.  This  is  a  real  novelty  bi-colored  dah¬ 
lia  and  unlike  anything  we  have  any  knowledge  of.  Its 
ground  color  is  pure  white,  which  is  overlaid  with  red  stripes, 
presenting  an  amazingly  beautiful  contrast.  Flowers  are  very 
large  and  can  be  grown  up  to  14  inches  across  with  corres¬ 
ponding  great  depth.  The  flowers  facing  upward  and  side¬ 
ways  are  held  well  out  of  the  foliage  on  stiff,  straight  stems, 
and  are  borne  on  plants  four  feet  and  over  in  height.  Plant 
is  a  healthy,  vigorous  grower.  Sport  of  the  Daddy  Walker, 
which  in  turn  is  a  sport  of  the  well  known  variety  “Daddy 
Kemp”.  No  roots  available  this  season.

ELIZABETH  HYiSLIP — Dec.  Here  is  another  sport  from  a  dif¬ 
ferent  source,  it  being  from  Halserova.  The  ground  color  is 
lavender  spotted  red,  and  is  just  about  the  finest  speckled 
dahlia  any  one  ever  saw.  The  flowers  are  medium  to  large, 
reaching  a  maximum  size  of  10  inches  in  diameter.  Plant 
attains  to  a  height  of  4%  feet  and  over  and  is  a  very  proli¬ 
fic  bloomer.  You  will  like  this  beautiful  dahlia  for  its  beau¬ 
tiful  contrasting  colors  and  other  good  qualities.  No  roots 
for  sale  this  year.

PINK  SPLENDOR — F.  D.  (Geer).  This  very  large  formal  dec¬ 
orative  is  a  rich  Old  Rose  color.  It  grows  to  immense  size 
and  produces  its  large  blooms  on  very  long,  stiff  stems  high 
above  the  top  leaves.  Plant  medium  to  tall  grower  and  very 
prolific  bloomer.  Winner  of  several  awards  the  past  season.

FIRE  FLY-BALL — (Geer).  A  distinctive  Ball  Dahlia  of  out¬ 
standing  merit.  Its  color  is  Chinese  red,  with  tan  reverse, 
a  color  not  common  in  the  ball  type.  The  well  formed 
blooms  average  4x3  V2  inches  and  are  held  on  long  grace¬ 
ful  stems,  10  inches  and  over  above  the  foliage.  Very  vig¬ 
orous  grower  and  prolific  bloomer.  Undefeated  the  past  two 
seasons  in  New  York,  Cleveland  and  other  leading  shows. 
Award  of  Honor  in  Georgia,  and  on  Honor  roll.

KEMP’S  GOLDEN  GIANT 
On  Johnston’s  Honor*  Roll 


KEMP’S  GOLDEN  GIANT — F.  D.  (1938).  This  great  Formal 
Decorative  was  listed  in  our  1938  Advance  List,  but  owing 
to  the  very  limited  supply  of  roots  and  plants  available  last 
season  its  distribution  was  necessarily  limited.  It  is  the  most 
perfect  representative  Formal  Decorative  dahlia  to  date.  The 
huge  blooms  are  of  a  golden  yellow  color,  with  buff  reverse, 
and  without  forcing  at  all  we  have  had  blooms  up  to  12 
inches  in  diameter  by  6  inches  in  depth. 

The  substance  of  the  petals  is  very  thick  and  heavy,  and 
the  flower  will  keep  for  days  after  it  is  cut.  It  never  drops 
its  petals, i  they  just  hang  on  until  the  entire  flower  shrivels 
and  dies.  The  plant  is  of  semi-dwarf  habit,  wide  spreading, 
and  very  prolific  of  large  blooms  from  early  season  until  cut 
down  by  frost.  Prolific  root  maker,  excellent  keeper  '  in 
storage.

I  have  been  growing  dahlias  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  and 
have  paid  as  high  as  $50.00  for  a  single  root  and  $100.00  for 
a  clump.  I  have  never  known  a  dahlia  as  good  as  your 
Kemp’s  Golden  Giant.

KEMP'S  MONARCH — F.  D.  This  is  another  great  formal  dec¬ 
orative  and  a  very  distinctive  dahlia,  of  great  size  and  beauty. 
It  is  also  different  in  its  style  of  petalage.  The  huge  blooms 
are  almost  ball  shaped,  and  most  of  the  petals  are  involute 
similar  to  the  ball  type.  Under  ordinary  culture  we  have 
had  many  blooms  10  to  12  inches  across  and  fully  7  inches 
deep.  The  blooms  are  usually  held  at  an  angle  of  -about 
45  degrees  and  are  held  high  out  of  the  foliage  on  stiff  stems. 
The  predominating  coloi;  is  deep  salmon  changing  to  orange 
chrome  tint  and  lighter  salmon  when  the  flower  is  full  blown. 
Reverse,  light  peach  red.  Many  blooms  have  no  sexual  or¬ 
gans,  and  are  full  petaled  to  the  very  center  of  the  huge 
flower.  Plant  four  feet,  reasonably  well  branched  and  quite 
prolific  of  bloom  from  early  to  late  season.  Foliage  dark 
green  and  tough,  sucking  insects  seldom  bother  it.  Good 
root  maker,  and  good  keeper  in  storage.  On  Johnston’s  1937 
Honor  Roll.

KEMP’S  RUFFLED  BEAUTY — F.  D.  (Kemp,  No.  101-34).  This 
is  probably  the  most  unique  formal  decorative  dahlia  ever 
offered.  Its  outstanding,  distinctive  feature  is  its  ruffled 
and  fluted  petals,  producing  an  effect  that  might  be  likened 
unto  the  double  ruffled  Petunia.  The  color  is  capusine 
orange,  shading  to  salmon  orange  at  ends  of  petals.  Center 
of  flower,  rose  doree.  Peach,  pink  and  orange  blend  reverse. 
Flower*,  9  to  10  inches  in  diameter,  with  a  depth  of  about 
5  inches.  Plant  attains  to  a  maximum  height  of  5  feet,  is 
well  branched  and  moderately  productive  of  large  exhibition 
blooms.  Stems,  long  and  stiff,  holding  the  flower  high  out 
of  the  foliage,  foliage  dark  bronzy  green,  and  so  heavy  and 
tough  of  texture,  not  even  the  most  destructive  chewing  in¬ 
sects  ever  go  near  it.  Yop  will  be  delighted  to  have  this 
new  type  of  formal  decorative  dahlia  in  your  garden.  It 
is  not  only  different,  but  most  decorative.  On  Johnston’s 
Honor  Roll.

ELLEN  FARR — I.  D.  (Kemp,  No.  3-35).  This  exquisite  colored 
dahlia  was  named  in  honor  of  a  most  estimable  lady  re¬ 
siding  in  Columbia,  S.  C’.,  who  is  a  great  lover  of  the  dah¬ 
lia  and  other  beautiful  flowers.  Its  delicate  peaches  and 
cream  color  combin-ation  imparts  to  the  flower  a  refined  and 
enchanting  beauty  that  is  most  pleasing  to  look  at.  Size  of 
flower  10  inches  and  over  in  diameter,  by  5  inches  or  more 
in  depth,  is  full  centered  and  is  held  high  out  of  the  foliage 
on  strong  wiry  stems.  Plant  is  a  very  strong  grower,  attaining 
to  a  height  of  5  to  6  feet,  is  well  branched  and  quite  prolific 
of  large  perfect  blooms.  Some  blooms  when  full  blown  turn 
their  long  pet-als  up  and  over  the  center  giving  the  flower  the 
appearance  of  -a  huge  Paeony  bloom.  This  delicate,  beautiful 
flower  has  a  strong  appeal  to  all  who  appreciate  the  esthetic 
sentimentality  of  a  beautiful  flower.  Stock  quite  limited.

RED  LEGION — I.  C.  OKemp  No.  44-35).  Color,  rich  crimson 
maroon  flower  of  true  incurved  type.  Maximum  size  about 
8  inches.  Plant  grows  to  a  height  of  4  to  5  feet,  is  well 
branched  and  enormously  prolific  of  large  bloom.  We  have 
not  tried  forcing  this  dahlia  for  large  blooms,  but  feel  quite 
cure  it  can  be  pushed  up  to  much  larger  size  than  it  has 
grown  for  us  under  ordinary  g*arden  culture.  \A  good  in¬ 
curved  cactus  with  a  bright  future.  Awarded  first  prize  in 
the  Incurved  Cactus  Class,  at  Red  Bank,  1937.

MONARCH  OF  THE  EAST— ( Almy-Kemp,  1938).  In  spite  of 
the  great  storms  and  flood  rains  season  of  1938,  this  great 
dahlia  came  through  with  flying  colors',i  when  many  others 
laid  down  and  quit.  That  it  is  a  great  dahlia,  has  been 
amply  proven  by  its  behavior  the  past  season.  Its  large 
golden  bronze  (Buff  Reverse)  blooms  frequently  reach  the 
enormous  size  of  13  inches  and  over  in  width  by  6-7  inches 
in  depth,  and  -are  held  high  out  of  the  foliage  on  long  stiff 
stems.  Bush  is  a  rampant  grower,  attaining  to  a  height  of 
4-5  feet.  Foliage  is  of  a  bright  bronze  color,  very  thick,  and 
leathery  like,  the  kind  that  insects  do  not  like.  Bush  is  wide 
spreading,  with  many  long  branches,  and  very  prolific  of 
enormous  bloom  from  early  season  to  late.  Much  of  our 
root  stock  was  destroyed  by  storm  and  rain,  and  is  there¬ 
fore  quite  limited.
